Pat Evard, a junior from Indianapolis, is the new student council 
president. The other winners in the elections were: Marvin Hackman, 
Jasper,. Indiana, vice-president; Richard ,Flynn, Chicago, secretary; 
and Tony Smith, Lakewood, Ohio, treasurer. 

Evard, who ran unopposed for 
the presidency, amassed 325 of 
the total 378 votes cast. Of the 
remaining 53 votes, 32 were write- 
ins and 21 did not vote at all for 
the position. 

Former Vice-president 
In 1952, Evard was elected trice- 
president of the student council, 
but was drafted into the army be- 
fore he could assume his duties. 
He was co-chairman of this year’s 
Mardj Gras dance and also a fresh- 
man class officer before being 
called into the service. 

Hackman received the second- 
largest number of votes in defeat- 
ing Joe Barnett for the vice-pres- 
idency. - He -amassed- 236 rotes to 
Barnett’s 133, while there was one 
write-in and eight did not cast 
votes. Hackman is presently serv- 
ing as secretary of the council. 

Close Race for Secretary 
The closest contest in the elec- 
tions was that for secretary which 
saw two sophomores running 
against each other. Rich Flynn 
defeated Frank Unger, present sec- 
retary of the sophomore class, by 
a vote of 207 to 164. There was 
one write-in and six did not vote. 
- Flynn is the most inexperienced 
of the four new officers, but held 
high school off ices. He ha s been 
a frequent member of the Dean’s 
list, during his two years here at 
St. Joseph’s. 

In the race for treasurer of the 
council, Tony Smith received 230 
votes to John F. White’s .. 145. 
Smith, another sophomore, served 
with the Sea Bees for four years 
and was last year’s commander of 
the Veterans club. He is presently 
on the dean’s list. 

Vote NFCCS Disaffiliation 
In the ballot to decide whether 
affiliation on the part of the col- 
lege with the National Federation 
of Catholic College Students should 
lie continued, 190 students voted 
for disaffiliation while 164 voted 
against it. Twenty-four students 
did not cast votes on the issue. 

The total 378 votes cast ip the 
elections represent about 70 per 
cent of the student union. 

Joel Francoeur, now serving as 
president of the council, has an- 
nounced that the new officers will 
assume their duties in early May.

Seminarians Boast 
Of Student Council

The student council of Xavier 
Hall is not a new organization. The 
council has been theoretically in 
existence since 1947, but in recent 
years the representative power of 
the student body has rested al- 
most entirely in the hands of the 
chairman, the “Student Prince” 
as he is traditionally termed by 
fellow Xavierites. This year the 
group work of the council of seven 
members has been considerably 
revived. 

The council is elected each Sep- 
tember by the Xavierites, and all 
but the secretary and assistant 
treasurer are elected from the 
sophomore class which is the high- 
est clasp. The chairman, club man- 
ager and athletic director are 
elected by the student body; the 
vice-chairman and treasurer by the 
sophomores? the secretary antHas*- 
sistant treasurer by the freshman. 
The rector of Xavier Hall is hon- 
orary chairman of the council and 
the vice-rector is moderator. The 
council meets with the vice-rector 
at least once every two months. 

Frank Monnin is Chairman 

Franklin Monnin, who held the 
position of secretary last year, is 
the present chairman. His main 
duty is to represent the student 
body in obtamfngall privileges" 
from the rector of the hall. He 
also presents the view of the rec- 
tor to his fellow students. 

•.. This year the position of vice- 
chairman is held by James Sloan, 
and the position of secretary by 
Joseph Hanish. The treasurer and 
assistant treasurer are Joseph 
Jakubiak and George Albers re- 
spectively. 

The club manager, Daniel Keil- 
man, has charge of everything 
connected with the Xavier Hall 
club room records, radio and its 
neatness in general. At the be- 
ginning of each athletic season, a 
new athletic director is elected. 
He takes care of everything con- 
nected with that season on sports. 

Operate on Donations 

The council is not the complete 
governing body of Xavier Hall. 
Student body meetings, presided 
over by chairman 1 of the council, 
are held frequently for any busi- 
ness to be settled by all the stu- 
dents. The student body can also 
over-rule decisions of the coun- 
cil. The student body and council 
operate on a small blit usually con- 
stant student fund derived entirely 
through donations. 

Even though Xavier Hall may 
be said to haveHts own-governing 
officials, the ultimate authority, as 
in all seminaries and religious 
houses, rests in the religious su- 
periors and rules of the Society. 

The student council was formed 
in December 1947 and held its first 
meeting in January 1948.

When James A. Farley speaks 
at the graduation exercises on 
June 5 he will fulfill, .perhaps un- 
knowingly, a wish he made four- 
teen years ago. On April 21, 1941 
the Farley Stamp club of St. Jos- 
eph’s College received a letter 
from Mr. Farley which reads in 
n p.rt: - ■ , 

“ . . . I sincerely hope and trust 
that I may sometime be able to 
visit your college. It was kind 
and thoughtful of you to take the 
time and trouble to write, enclos- 
ing a certificate of honorary mem- 
bership in your stamp club . .” 

Honorary Member 

The Farley Stamp club had vot- 
ed Mrr -Farley honorary member- 
ship, and had also made him hon- 
orary patron because of his rep 
utation of being a Catholic gentle 
man and a friend of stamp col 
lectors during his term as Post- 
master General of the United 
States. 

The Farley Stamp club was or 
ganized in March 1937 by a group 
of St. Joe college students who 
were interested in stamp collect- 
ing. ~Fr. Gilbert Essqr was in- 
vited to be its moderator; Except 
for the years he spent as chaplain 
in the last war, Fr. Esser held- the 
position -of moderator, until last 
year when the club gradually dis- 
appeared. During its most thriv- 
ing years the club could boast at 
least twenty-five members. 

Green Clubroom for Farley 

When the stamp collectors ac- 
quired their own clubroom in the 
old Brothers’ house on the present 
site of Noll Hall, they immedi- 
ately painted it bright green — Far- 
ley’s favorite color. Several years 
la tt e r th e collectors moved to the 
clubroom in Gasper Hall. 

In 1940 the club became affili- 
ated with the National Federa- 
tion of-Stamp Clubs and after that 
attended several national conven- 
tions. , In the same year one of the 
Farley members won a gold trophy 
for the club at an Indianapolis 
convention. The award was given 
annually for the best philatelic 
paper read before the convention.

The last performance in the St. Joseph’s College concert series was 
the piano recital of Theodore Lettvin on April 19. Although the attend- 
ance was fair, it did not in any 
way do justice to the high quality 
of the presentation. 

The very excellent performance 
of Scarlatti’s Sonatas in D Minor 
and E Major was followed by Bee- 
thoven’s Conata No. 6 in F Major. 

Three small pieces by Mozart, two 
“Fantaisies,” in D Minor and C 
Minor, and a “Menuetto in D Ma- 
jor” gave the artist an excellent 
opportunity to display his brilliant 
touch. 

After the intermission, Mr. Lett- 
vin played the “Sonata in A Minor” 
by Prokofieff, whose extreme per- 
sonal modernism was very well - 
brought out in contrast with the 
next number, the “Aria Variata in 
A Minor” by Bach. In this piecd 
Mr. Lettvin was Well able 'to show 
that strict adherance to 1 classical 
forms does not destroy the indi- 
vidual aesthetic experience in the 
performance and appreciation of a 
work of ar t. 

The pianist’s fine understanding 
of the Romantic Temper %a-s shown 
in his dynamic rendition of Chopin’s 
“Fantasie Impromptu” and “Sscer- 
zo in E Major.” 

A s e ncores M r. Le ttvin L played 
Chopin’s “Prelude in D Minor,” the 
“Etude in E Flat” and the 24th 
Caprice of Paganini, arranged by 
List. The Chopin part of the con- 
cert probably x-epresented the high- 
light of the evening.

A huge, pinewood altar has been 
conceived, designed and constructed 
at St. Joseph’s. The towering, 
cream-colored structure was mod- 
eled and planned by Mr. George Al- 
bers, a student of Xaxier Hall, and 
the 17 separate ■pieces- were built 
— by -Mr. Alfred Henschel, an em- 
ployee of the college. The patient 
and industrious work of these two 
men have now made This one of the 
most remarkable achivements ever 
accomplished on the St. Joe cam-

This altar, when assembled, mea- 
sures 20 feet fjom top to bottom 
and has a base 16 feet square. The 
top, or table, is four feet wide and 
ten feet long, covered by the ante- 
pendium, a gold cloth with red and 
green velvet trim. The tabernacle 
veil and vestments will also be of 
.this same design.
